Street, there ate no records in existence to 
show who weré the building contractors, and. 
as Mr. 41. L; Dennys said in his concluding 
address to the jury on behalf of the Crown, 
there was not obtainable. any evidence in- 
volving criminal liability on anybody; though 
if they had before them the man who built 
the house it might be adifferent matter. One 
qurstion that cannot but obtrude ilself upon 
the mind ofanyone who has followed the course 
of this inquiry throughout is this: Are there 
sufficient Building Inspectors ou the staff of 
the P,.W.D. ?.. In our view, the reply must 
be in the negative, Otherwise, how is it 
that sve have all these building, collapses to 
our discredit? We can take it’ fot granted
